That all Hoftilities fhould have ceafed upon the 

scifieation concluded near Pruth, which put the 

‘tomans in Pofleffion of Afoff, a City trom very re- 

ste Times appertaining to Ruflia, and gave other 

jvantages to the Pore; but that the following {uc- 
Inflances, related in Order of Time, wi!l thew, 

vw ill the Ottomans have obferved the faid Treaty, 

ithat of Adrianople, made in Confequence of the 
r, 

fo 1713 the Tartars, Turks, and Befhleis of Afoff, 

de Irrwptions into divers Roflian Provinces, burned 

ereat Number of Towns, Villages, and Churches, 
ith feveral thoufands of other Houfes, maffacred 
»wards of 2000 Inhabitants of thofe Quarters, led 
vay into Slavery 14,340 Men, and drove off a Mul- 
ude of Horfes and Cattle ; not to mention Houfhold 
sods and other Effeéts, to the Amount of more than 
10,000 Rubles. : 
In 1714, the fame Tartars and Befhleis of Afoff 
je feveral Invafions on the Coffacs of the Don, &c. 
ughtering, or dragging away into Captivity, fuch 
the poor Inhabitants as fell in their Way, and 
ftroying all thofe Countries with Fire and Sword. 

In 171$, the Don-Coflacs were again fet upon, 

hile the Crim-Tartars ravaged the Provinces ot 

arcow and Ifum. Delli Soltan, the Khan of Cri- 
a's Son, having alfo then over-run the Lands 
out Czaritzin, at the Head of a great Body of 
rtars, firuck away towards Aftracan, where he ex- 
ifed the horrideft Cruelties imaginable, ruined 

e whole Country, took away all the Peoples Cattle 

i.Goods, led into Slavery 1220 Tartar+Families of 

abun and Jafafle, together with their Mirzas, and 

oo Familresof other Tartarsof Mirza E!, and Soltan 

ambee-Mirza (all Subjeés of Rufia, of a very long 

nding) together with their Wives, Children, all 
ir Cattle, Goods,-and Furnitue : And yet not 
rewith fatisfied, he turprifed Ajuc, Khan of the 
imucs, a Subje&t of the Ruffian Empire, utterly 
ned Multirudes of his Ulufies, led away into 
ban 10,300 Calmuc Families from “Jetzan and 
mbulluc, Vafials of Ruffia, fince tranfplansed partly 
Crimea, and partly towards the Dnieper ; where, 
4 manifeft Infra@ion of the Perpetual-Peace Treaty, 
"y are {ill detained. 
In 716, the like Excefles, Effufion of Blood, and 
valtations were continued and repeated: by the 
tars, Turks, and Befhleis of Afoff againit feveral 
lian Provinces. 
atthe very often-repeated Reprefentations, made 
(he Part of Ruflia, on account of thefe hoftale lo- 
ions, as alfo the Letter written, in the properc ft 
rms, by the Emperor Peter I. of happy Memory, 
the Ottoman Sultan himfelf, to demand a fpecdy 
tisfadtion, made fuch finall Impreflicn on the Or- 
nan Porte, that the renewed them, and the betoie- 
ntoned Delli Soltan, with a very numerous Band 
aitars, Turks, Befhleis of Afoff, and other Nations, 
k, plundered, and deltroyed the whole circumjacent 
Nouy , and after having flaughtered infinite Num- 
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bers of People, of both Sexes, and all Ages, not 
{paring even Infants in the Cradle, carried off inro 
Bondage more than. 30,000 Perfi ns sand) by thefe 
Depredations damaged the Ruffian Empire to the 
Amount of feveral Mi'lions. 

That a fecond Letter, on this Subje&, from the 
Emperor Peter I. had no better Succeis than the 
preceding one. 

That the fame Delli Soltan, with a Bodyof many 
thoufand Turks and Tartars, in 1718, attempted to 
furpiize the City of Gzeraskoy, and killed a yreat 
Number of Coflacs, ard, Calmucs of Yurr, and made 
Slaves of many more ; not to mention the very confi- 
derable Lofles of Cattle, and other Effeéts, The fame 
Year, and near the fame Time, other Bands of Crim- 
Tartars, in Conjun&ion with thofe of Cuban, made a, 
Jike Invofion upon Cufan, and the Provinces of Shar- 
cow and Ifum. 

All thefe Holflilities continued increafing during 
the Year 1719 and the three fucceeding Yeats ; the 
Turks and Tartars exerciling every where the {ime 
Inhumanities as they had done in the Years pre- 
ceding. é 

Ac that Jun@ure, thofe generally-known Troub'es 
happened in Perfia, ,which Kingdom was reduced 
to a very great Extremity, by a general Revoltof the 
Avgan'zes and Lefginizes againit the Shah their 
Sovefeign: Which Revolte;s nox only murder d) at 
Shamaki, feveral Ruthan Merchants (who relying 
on the publick Fath of T'reatics, were there nego- 
ciating their Affin:) and feized on their Effe&s to 
the Value of more than a Million of Rubles, but they 
likewife formed the. Defign of attacking the old 
Ruffian Provinces. 

In order to chaftife thofe Rebels fur their Barbarity 
towards the Subjects of Ruta, and prevent any other 
Power from pollefling the Coalts of the Cafpian Sea, 
which isa Point of 1 highelt Importance to Ruiha, 
the Emperor Peter 1. caufed a Part of his Army. to 
march into Perfia ; and in order totake away from the 
Ottoman Porte all kind of Umbrage, he command d 
his Refident at Conftaatinople to give ample lufor- 
novation of the true Motives of that Expedition, 

The Sublime Porte, not having, ac firft, exprefled 
any manner of Uneafinefs, as in Reality fhe had not 
the leatt Right to oppofe it, did, however, foon after 
rective under her Protection the faid Rebels, who 
were the determin’d Enemies of Ruflis, and in open 
Rebellion againft their own Sovereign, coitrary to 


their Treaties both with the Perfians and Ruflisns, » 


and thereby made but too plainly appear che Project 
which'fhe had formed of extenviog i Conquelis by 
Favour of thofe Troubles. 


That notwithfiagding all this, hislmperial Majefty, - 


réadily condefcended to a ‘Treaty, whereby wer. 
fettled the Loundaries between the Ruflian and Or- 
toman Empires, with refpect to Perfia ; and, in order 
to remove al! Pretexis of Difhdence among:the three 
Powers, thercin were alfo fixed the Limus which 
the Pore engaged not to pafs, even in cafe Shah 
Thamas fhould refuse acceding. to the faid Stipula- 
tion. 

Mean while, the Porte, feeing herfelf in Pofleffion 
of the Provinces which fhe had occupied by Virtue of 
this Treaty, immediately pafled te peelepen Limits, 
feized on the City of Ardebil (which ferved for a 
Barrier to the three Powers) and on divers other 
Places, as wellin the Territory of Hamadan, as elfe- 
where, and even refolved ro pollefs herfelf of Ipahan, 
the Capita! of Peifia, fo rhat it wasnot to be wondered 
at, if Shah Thamas did not exprefs any great Inci- 
ndtion-to uccede to the Treaty in Queftion, 

The DeGgn upon.Ifpahan having been fguftcared 
thro” the Oppofition of Afhraft, Chief of the. Avganc- 
zes, the Porte found it to her Purpofe to Grike up 
a feparate Peace with him, and leave to Ruflia (nor- 
withilanding the Treaty concluded with her) the 
whole Burden of the War againit Afhraff; who ac- 
cordingly, on this his Peace with; the O:romans, 
fuiled nct immediately to atrack the Ruflian Troops 
in Ghilan, : 

He having been.uterly défeared, Shah Thames 
had foon after the Good-Fortuse to recover Mpahan, 
the Place of his Refidence, : 

The Towns feized bythe Turks, beyond what 
was dueto them conformable tothe Treaty inade with 
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Ruflia, gave Oceafien for a new War between Shah 
Thamas ang the O.:on a> Porte. 

Shah Thamas very ftreaucufly foucht the Affiflarce 
of Ruifra: But his imperial Majetty, to avoid even 
the the leaft Umbrage which fuch Alliance might 
g ve the Porre, did not entec into any Manner of Ka- 
gagement with that Prince. | 

Contrariwift, the Ottoman Porte fcrupled not con- 
cluding with him a fepérace Peace (which confe- 
quently was the fecond Treaty fhe had made exclulive 
of Ruilia) reftoiire to Shah Thamas the Provinces 
of Hamadan and [Lauris.. ” 

And, as his Imperial Majefty never deligned to make 
any Conquefts in Perfid, he was alfo pleaied, atter 
the Ortoman Porte had made Peace with the Shah, 
to commence a Negociation with that Prioce, to 
deliver tip to him the Provinces of Ghilan, Aftira, 
avd others, as far as the River Kura, not referving 
the other Places firuate on the Bérders offthe Caipian 
Sea, with any View whatever, but to hiader any Fo- 
reign Power from pollefling them; being obliged fo 
to do, for his own Security, and by the natural Intercht 
of the Roflian Empire. 

The Pesce, concluded between the Orroman Pore 
and Perfia, was p efently interrupted by frefh Mif- 
underftancites, which terminat:d in open Hoflilities. 

On Occafion of this new War, the O oman Vorte 
Crought preper to invite Ruflia wo cencur with her to 
terminate the Tioubles in Perfia: To which Rufha 
concurring, the Ottoman Porte dropt her firlt Demand, 
and told the Rufliin Refident, thar Roffia hed no- 
thing to do but’o' obrve, on her Side, a perfec and 
exact Neutrality, while the Ottomans fhould manage 
their Affzirs in Perfia, by the Way of Arms. 

Roflia, far from difagrecing in the leaft from fuch 
a Neutrality, gave the moft convincing Proofs of the 
Dilpefition the was in to keep up a good Intelligence 
with the Porte. | . 

After fome bad Succefs which the Orromans had : 
met with in this War, they devifed a very frivolous: 
Pretext to repréich Roffia with a View of extending 
her Dominion from Shirwan to Georgia, and with 
her having made a fecret League with the Pe) lians. 
Tho’ this Surmife was without the leaf Foundation, 
yet her Imperial Majefty, the Czarina, being willing 
to take awav from the Porte, all Subje& of Com- 
plaift'or Diffiidence, avd to thew fhe meant to take 
no. Advantage of the Ttoubles in Perfia, reflored to 
Pei fia, all chofe P.ces fitwate on the Coaft«f the 
Cifpian Sea, ‘which formerly appercained to that 
Realm; on Condition only, that the faid Places 
remain, for ever, under the Dominion of Pesfia, 
never to be alienated, or yielded up to anv Pg-giga 
Power whatever: And thar, fi the furure Te ay of 
P icification between the Ottornan Porte and Pgefi:, 
her Imperial Majetly fha!l bé’theren compsifed 8 a 
Friend co both the contratting Pariser. =~, 

Thisis what relates co rhe Affiirs 0: P_rGs in genc- 
ral, and to the Orromans Conduct with Reverd to 
thar Kingdom, by which it will appear, that che 
Porte thro’ her own Procedure alone, has drawnon 
herfélf this tedious and deftiu@ive War. | 

On: the other Hand, the Ottoman Porte’s Condu& 
towards Ruflia, relatively ro the Perfian Affairs, hes 
not at all differed from the Violences and open Holia- 
litses exercifed in this Empire's ancient Provinces. 

Not content with pufhing her Conquells beyond 
the: Bounds preferibed im the Trea y the made with 
Ruffia,:and even to have extended them. over al 
Perfiay could the poffibly have ¢fie@ed it, fhe like- 
wite pretended-to put herfelf in Pole Mion of the very 
Plices, which, acerrding to thé Treaty, fhould have 
a pertained to Ruflia only, invading at differcet 
'Tumes and Manners, and dnder diflerect Conmandeis, 
the Ruflian Parution, prote€ing Rebels io their Re- 
vole from Ruffia, flaughtering the Inhabitagts, or car- 
rying them tnto Captivity, plundering the Magazines 
and Storer, and laying w the Counrry all round 
them: All which, with the above Iofolencies and 
Depredations were from Time to Time complain’d of 
to the Orroman Miniftets as they occurr’d, but to na 
menner of Purpote, 

Notwithltanding. all this, her Imperial Majefty 
continued giving the Porte real Proofs of her Intes- 
tions ; perycaleriy her Imperial Majeliy relieved 
and prefervéd Ali Bafha, who was, with his Troggs

reduced to the laft Extremity in Ardebil, and after 
having delives’d ham from thence, her Imperial Ma- 
jefly, thro’ a pure Motive of Generolity, caufed his 
Charges to be defrayed as far a. Altara, and coayoyed 
to the very “Borders of Turkey: She likewife 
ordered a kind Reception to be given to teveral hun- 
dreds of Turks, e{caped trom Bondage in Pe. fia and 
Usbec, caufed them all to be plenulully entertained, 
and fupplied them with wharever Neccflanies they 
wanted and bad them condu@ed witha good Guard 
to their very- Homes ; Citcumftances but too well 
known to the Ortoman Nation, and to the Truth 
whereof all thofe Perfons them{clves would not re- 
fufe giving their Teltimonies | 

While the Ottomans were committing thefe hoftile 
Violentes in Pergia, other antient Provinces of che 
European Ruffia, fuffered from chem the like Inva- 
fions and [nhumanities. 

I have already intimated (continues the Count) the 
Heads of what occurred, of this Kind, from the 
Pacific Treaty, to the Year 1723. 

‘The Porte was {o little moved by the Reprefenta- 
tions made her, from time to time, of thefe Violences, 
that the Invafions made that fame Year, 1723, 
by the Tartars, Turks, and Befhleis of Afoft, in the 
Provinces of Pulrowa and Mirogorod, againit Back- 
mut, and the Coffics of Don, feemed to furpafs the 
preceding ones in Cruclties and Barbarity. 

The fame Hoftilities were continued in 1724,1725, 
1726, 1727, and 1728, by the Bebhleis Afoft, 
and the Crim-Tartars, again the Don Collacks 
and the City Bakmut, &c. 

And in the Jati-named Year the Calmucs of the 
Batyr Toyfha and their Dependents, all ancient Sub- 
jeéts of Ruffia, after having plurdered other Vaflals 
of this Empire, retis’d into the Ortoman Dominions, 
and were there openly received, and are fill prote&ted 
by them to this Day. 

The like Invafions were again repeated, in 1729, 
1730, 1731, and 1732, againft the Don-Coflaes and 
the Cabardins, ancient Subje&ts of Ruflia, by the 
Tartars, Turks, and Befhleis of Afoff, who barbaroully 
defiroyed whatever fell in their Way, killing, feizing, 
and leading away the People, wi.h their C.ttle and 
Goods, burning f{-veral Towns and Villages, and ru- 
ining the whole Country. 

In 1733, the Ocromans attacked Ruflia in a Man- 
ner yet far more glaring and perfidious. : 

Donduc Ombo, a ColmucChieftain, and the Ruflian 
Empire’s Subje@t, having, near the Clofe of 1732, 
highly difobliged his Khan, and fearing, with Rea- 
fon, his juft S fneneat, withdrew into the Turks 
Territory ; and tho’ upon the Ruffian Refident’s 


Reprefen‘ations, the Porte repeatedly promifed noc 
to grant her Protection to the Diferter, or his Fol- 
lowers, yet the pot only paces him open Protection, 


but even the Subje&s of Turkey had Leave given 
them to join thofe Rebels, and with them to make 
continual Irruprions into the Ruflian Dominions, 
wherethey ravaged feveral Countries, plundered many 
Villages, flaughtered abundance of People, and drag- 
eed away feveral thoufands of Captives. 

Moreover the Porte, foon aiter detach'd away into 
Perfia Fetha-Gheri Soltan, with a firong Body of 
Torks and Tartars, with exprefs Order to invade, not 
only thefe Previncesin Perla which thea apper- 
cainedue her lwperial Majefly, but likewife Daghe- 
ftan, # Very ancient Province of Ruflia, and withal, 
that whea he had made the faid Conquefts, he 
shoul; penetrate farther into Perfia, contrary to all 
the Keprefentations that could be made to the Mini- 
fiers of the Porte, or to the faid Commander himfelf, 

In Eff:&, Fetha-Gheri So'tan, and the Capighi- 
Bafhi, who commanded jointly with him, broke into 
the Ruffian Provinces, and there fell upon her Im- 
perial Majelly’s Troops : And, notwirhftanding they 
were repulfed with confiderable Lofs, they had how- 
ever the Addrefs to feduce Ufmey, with other Sub. 
jeGs of Ruflia, to revolt and join with them in their 
Eoterprizes ; as in reality they attacked the City 
Derbent, and made horrible Devaftations, not only in 
the new Roffiin Provinces in Perfia, but likewife 
in that Empire's ancient Territory about Grebenski, 
whence divers Thoufands of Ruflian Subjc&a were 
fent away Slaves into Turky. 

At the fame Jun@ture,a Band of Don-Colflacs, under 
Command of the Attaman Trolew, was fet upor, 
in the old. Tefrisory of Ruflia, by another nume . 
rous Body of Tartars, who killed feveral of them, 
and took Prifoners the Ataman, with a good Num- 
ber of bis Coffacs; while other Ta:tars made freth 
Incurfions upon the Das-Coflacs, and the Lands ef 
Bakmut and tfum. 

Of thofe Ruffian’ Subje&s whom Fetha.Gheri Sol- 
tan had taken Prifoners, a great Number were 
carried to Confiantinople: Her Imperial Majefty’s 
Rehident tlaimed them, by virtue of the Peace and 





Avity which ought to have fublitt-d between the 
ewo Courts; bur, snftcad of a fauisfadtory Anfwer, 
he Was given to unceritand, that all he had ..o do, 
was to ranfom the Ciptives in Qickior at the Rate 
of one hundred Lew kows per Head: This he failed 
nor to do, by 45 many of thofe poor Slaves as prefented 
themfelves. 

In 1734, the Ruffian Frontier Provinces were m0 
lefs infulted than they had been in the preceding 
nes. ; 
; The Turks of Afeff, as well as the Tartars of Cri- 
mea and Cuban, committed the ufual Hoftilities 
againft the Don-Colflacs, and in the Territories of 
Bakmut and Paltawa; afer which Berkut, @ Vil- 
lage on this Side the Boriflhenes and Oel, was 
intirely defireyed, the Inhabitants whereof were 
almoft al) unmercifully flaughtered, without Diftinc- 
tion of either Sex or Age, and the Remnant dragged 

away into Slavery. 

Notwithitanding al] thefé Violations of the Peace, 
and the continual Outrages to which this Empire 
was expofed from both ‘Turks and Tartars, yet the 
Greatnels of Soul fo natural to her Imperial Majetty, 
together with her fincere Defire to mainvain Peace 
and Amity with the fublime Porte, rettrained the 
Fffe&s of her Refentmen's, and fhe contented herfelf 
with caufing her Refident at the Porte, both by 
Word of Mouth and Writing, to reprefent all theie 
Infults and Injuftices, and to demand Reparation for 
the fame, and hoped that the Interpofition of the Fo- 
reign Minifters refid ng at the Porte, who interefted 
themfelves to reconcile the two Courts to each other, 
would at laft induce the Sublime Porte to give her 
the requifite Satisfaéion, and put an End to the 
Violences complain’d of. 

In this Hope her Imperial Majefly remained till 
the Year 1735 3 at which Time it became univer- 
fally vifible how little Account the Porte made of her 
Friendihip. 

Forin 735, the Porte difpatch’d away the Khan 
of Crim Tartary, at the Head of 80,000 Horfe, 
towards the fame Provinces of Rvuffit, and alfo with 
the like Views and Orders as Fetha-Gheri Soltan 
had received before. 

That it has been often declared to the Porte, that 
the Ruflian Empire’s Intereft permits not that an 
Power whatever, Perfia excepted, fhall poflefs the 
Coafts of the Cafpian Sea, all the Places which 
Ruffia had held in Perfia not having been reftored 
but on that very Condition ; and the Porte moreover 
very well knows, that the People of Dagheftan are, 
from Times immemorial, the indifputable Subjedts 
of Ruflia ; and could not be yielded upto any other 
Power, and leaft of all to the Ottomans. 

Thar neverthelefs the Jaft Grand Valier Ali Bafha, 
flatly declared, as well by Word of Mouth to the 
Ruflian Refident at Conftantinople, as by a Letter 
which he wrote to Count Ofterman at the Jun@ure 
when the Porte took the Dagheiians under her 
ProteGtion, ** That he had given Orders to the Khan 
«¢ of Crimea to join with them, to advance towards 

Shirwan, and to make himfelf Mafter of that 

Country ;" adding, ‘* That if Ruffia fhould offer 

to oppofe the faid Enterprize, the Porte would 

not fail fupporting it by open Force.” 

That tho’ he the faid Count remonflrated ag inft 
this Refolution, declaring in du& Form, that the 
Ruffian Emprefs at all Events, would be obliged to 
take Mea(ures for her Defence, if the Pore perfifted 
in it: Yer the faid Refidenr, andeven the Minifiers 
of Great Britain, Holland, andthe Romans Emperor 
received no other Anfwer than fuch as the Otroman 
Porte is accuflomed to give when he is difpofed to 
a Rupture ; namely, ** That the Grand Vifier would 
“ not hear any more of that Affair, fince fuch was 
‘© thelntention and Pleafure ofthe ScltamhisMafer” 

In fhort, the Khan of Crim-Tartary continued his 
March, and attacked the Dagheltan Provinces, ruin- 
ing the Country, and exerciling all manner of Inhu- 
manity, after the ufual Cuflom of his Nation, 

Ac the fame Time, the Tartars of Crimea and 
Nagay made divers Incurfions into other of the Ruf- 
fian Territories, every where following the deteft- 
able Example which their Khan had juli ‘et thea 
in Dagheftan. 

Hereupon the Ruffian Emprefs thought herfe.f 
inditrenfibly oblig’d to order a Body of her Forces 
from the Ukrain to advance towards the Frontie:s of 
C-mea, with Orders however to the Gencral to r- 
tire with his Troops to the Ruffian Borders, fo foon 
as he fhould hear of the Khan’s Retreat: As in 
efte& that General, on his having, from fundry Quar- 
ters received Intelligence, tho’ ic proved falfe, of the 
Khan’sReturn to Crimea, did inftan:ly qyit the Tar- 
t.r-Frontiers, and withdraw into the Ukrain. 

Her Imperial Majefty’s Refident having, in No- 


vember laft, made very ferious Remonfirances on this 


Occafion, the P. rte thought not fir to make an 
Return than this biang and contemptuous Ani

Af er the holtile In entions fo lyd 
Imperial Maeliy his no o her Repediont 
than that of thinking cn her own Defer ce, ony 
we the Power wherwith God hath vouch ef, 
isang xd again{t the Ot oman Porte, in or, @. ;
